Current Educational Needs, Conditions, and Issues 


Prepared by CarTER ALEXANDER, Library Professor of Educational Administration, 
Teachers College, Columbia University 

UBLIC education, as never before, needs laymen and school authorities 

with an intelligent grasp of its lacks, conditions, and issues. This is 

because school systems and institutions of higher education are now 
often asked to give an education suitable for the automobile and airplane age 
while using only the expenditures and instructional materials customary in 
the horse and buggy era. 

The thoughtful citizen, whether layman or school authority, may feel that 
lack of time forces him to try to understand this complicated educational 
system without reading. But if he does not read, he is in the same situation 
as the four blind men who tried to find what an elephant was like by feeling 
respectively its side, trunk, leg, and tail. If he starts reading at random, he 
has about the same chance to get something worth while that he has in ran- 
dom listening to his radio. Only by the merest chance does he hear any 
significant overview talk in such listening. Ten to one he hears only twaddle 
or static. 

To obtain an intelligent grasp of the new problems imposed upon education 
by present conditions, one needs to read two distinct classes of books. First, 
are those showing how to make present public education and institutions 
“work.” Changes in the administration of education come about very slowly 
at best. We must make the institutions we have work until we get something 
better. Second, one needs books which take the long-time view by clearly 
delineating present social and economic changes, the demands these make 
upon education, and the changes education must make to satisfy these de- 
mands. Reading books of the first class will help to avoid starving the 
present children educationally. Reading those of the second class will do 
much more. It will help to insure a well balanced and satisfactory educational 
diet for the children in school. Some of the suggestions in books of this 
class may be utilized to give present school children a fuller and more nutri- 
tious educational diet. But for the most part such books will have their 
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greatest influence on the educational diet of the school children five, ten, or 
twenty-five years hence. 

For books* on how to make the present public education work, the best 
popular treatment of the whole field is probably Ward G. Reeder’s The 
fundamentals of public school administration. This sets up the urgent 
problems confronting both large and small school systems and gives pointed 
suggestions on how to solve the difficulties. Another excellent bird’s-eye 
book in this class is Orientation in education, edited by T. H. Schutte. In 
this book, twenty-four specialists set forth the functions and processes of as 
many phases of modern education. While such a book can never have the 
directness or unity of a book by one author, this symposium has been wrought 
into a satisfactory perspective. It also treats certain phases such as second- 
ary and higher education which the other book does not. A third good book 
for this class, but one limited to administrative problems of the general or- 
ganization of a school system and to those involving pupil and teacher per- 
sonnel, is Frank P. Graves’s The administration of American public 
education. 

The most pressing problems connected with making the present educa- 
tional systems work are primarily financial. Unfortunately, there is little 
sound material in this field that is easy reading for the average citizen. The 
financial sections of the Reeder and Schutte books are good brief treatments. 
The research bulletins of the National Education Association often stress 
school finance with an abundance of well presented figures. But the really 
stimulating books here are not light literature. The most fundamental and 
far reaching idea in this field occurs in Paul R. Mort’s State school support, 
the first part of which gives the general theory and its possibilities. This 
book, a presentation of probably the greatest contribution to educational 
administration in a generation, shows how to bring the American ideal of 
equal educational opportunity down to earth, and illustrates the procedure 
with facts from actual conditions in New York State, where the recommen- 
dations were enacted into law. Other stimulating financial books are H. C. 
Morrison’s The school revenue, and The management of the school money. 
Both these books present some views to which the writer of this article 
cannot subscribe. But they contain most stimulating treatments of financing 
education on a long-time and prudential basis and are particularly good for 
showing the place of educational finance, both historically and at present, in 
the general scheme of public finance. 


*All_ materials recommended in this article are by men nationally recognized as outstanding in their 
respective fields. 
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The second class of books, those treating or implying the modifications in 
public education demanded by present economic and social changes, comprise 
two groups. First, are analyses of the general conditions in which public 
education must operate. Second, are descriptions of the situation and its 
demands for educational changes, both as seen by so-called “frontier thinkers” 
in education. 

In the first group are such books as Recent economic changes and its com- 
panion book, Recent social trends, just issued in two volumes by the Presi- 
dent’s Research Committee on Social Trends. In volume II of Recent eco- 
nomic changes, \Vesley C. Mitchell ably summarizes the findings of the 
Committee, which was composed of nationally recognized specialists on their 
respective phases. His summary, particularly the concluding paragraphs, 
gives a picture of the 1929 economic status, from scientific and philosophical 
viewpoints, that is invaluable for educators. The book on Recent social 
trends [listed elsewhere inthis issue] should be similarly valuable in its 
field. A volume covering both economic and social trends and also dealing 
somewhat more with the years ahead is America faces the future. Edited by 
Charles A. Beard, this volume with its contributions from thirteen specialists 
will serve as a guide to background conditions which must be considered by 
all educators wishing to educate with a social purpose. 

Of the background books by educators, the best for a start is William H. 
\ilpatrick’s lucid little Education and the social crisis; a proposed program. 
Ile here brings to analytical focus a professional lifetime of educational 
thought and the substance of two previous books bearing on the problems. 
The new book coordinates the best economic and social thought of the time 
and interprets it in terms of the educational obligations and opportunities 
it presents. 

In this same group fall two stimulating books by educators nationally 
known for constructive thought on curricula. In Towards better educations 
avid Snedden stresses the need for a more thoughtful formulation of pur- 
poseful human objectives toward which we may direct the force of the scien- 
tific methods we have developed. He also suggests fundamental and specific 
curricular revisions which he believes will attain these new objectives. In 
Culture and education in America, Harold Rugg examines the basis of the 
philosophical response of the American mind to the technological age and 
notes an educational lag. He analyzes the adjustments the school has made 
to the new social needs and philosophy and suggests methods by which the 
school as an institution has power to aid in social and economic reconstruction. 

Another book with historical insight is George S. Counts’s The American 
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road to culture. This penetrating analysis of the philosophical, social, and 
economic forces which have moved to shape, and continue to influence, Amer- 
ican education, is extremely readable. Each section forcefully suggests 
processes of needed educational reconstruction. 

Whatever changes in general conditions public education must face, the 
great leisure and unemployment produced by the use of machines undoubtedly 
presage a tremendous expansion of adult education. A good frontier think- 
ing book for this field is Bertrand Russell’s Education and the modern world. 
Writing on his favorite subject, education, with his expression at its best, 
he discusses education in its relation to adult life, both individual and social.
